A few years since, Brown removed to 


Kansas, and during the reign' of snarchy 
there, he had one son inhumanly murder- 
ed by the Border Ruffians, and another so 
maltreated by them, that he died in conse- 
quence of liis injuries. 
Brown was mad- 


dened by.a sense of these great wrongs, 
which were perpetrated at the mitigation 


if the slave holders of Missouri, and he 
determined to avenge his wrongs upon the 
slave system, and if possible, to root out 
md destroy &e institution which Had been 
.he means of depriving him of bis children^ 


Tbe blood of bis sons appealed to his too 


ardent nature for vengeance, until the feel1 


tngs of the Christian were overcome by 
those of the father, and his judgment, and 
lis loyalty to government, gave way to the 
mpuises of his heart. . Ho was actuated 


>y revenge, no doubt, but the murder 
iis sons, and his hatred of . the nefa- 
rious system of human bondage, were his 
sufficient apology. 
He did not 
wish lo 


commit murder, but intended to liberate 
the slaves of the Southern'states, and il il 
jecame necessary, in the accomplishment o 
iis object, he was ready 
to 
lev)''war 


igainat the State of Virginia, or the United 
States, and it necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of his object, be was ready to rob, 
kill and destroy all persons who attempted 
to thwart his designs ; in a word, Brown 
intended to reduce to practice the preach' 
ing of Wendell Phillips. 


Slavery is an institution existing under 


the laws of Virginia, and the levying war 
against the State for the purpose o! destroy- 
ing tbat institution, is, in a legal sense, as 
much treason as the levying of war to ex- 
tend the right of exercising the elective fran- 
:hise, or to-compel the adoption of a new 
constitution,

No reasonable doubt can bo entertainei 


tbat John Brown believed that his conduc 
at Harper's Ferry was actuated by the 
highest and purest motives 'of right prihci 


his family'had preyed upon him, until i 
had completely possessed'his mind. H 
it too chivalous to have a bad heart,but no 
loyal enough, or perhaps not.wise enough 
to have a very just appreciation of the du 
ties which a, citizen owes to the State.— 
Possibly he may have been countenanced 
by a few other men ns insane as himsel 
but his project was essentially his own, an 
be mercifully takes the responsibility. 


This is one side of tbe affair ; but ther 


is another, which is not less interesting 
nor is it less culpable.

case . When, before, in this, or any othe
